The policeman rose and 
made arush atthe Czarewitch. AJapsnesoolos:d tho 
Frontof the carriage and suother Japaness wrested 
thoaword fro:a Thando'and oat bim down, inflicting o 
sovere wound, Ohief Bonzo with aeveral of the gaara 
woro arreated. The Czsrewitch’s injury has already 
henled. 

Nothing hea hithorto been-said about the 
Princes visiting the temple at’ Otsu, or 
those at Kyoto, though it is tost - pro- 
bable he did visit at least the Huuganji 
and Chion In Temples at the latter ‘place.

T gather from the procsadings in the Legisla.

ence of the enhanced military contribution 
still demanded by the Imperial Government.” 

I am unable-to admit that the decision as to 
the. military, contribution -forms any valid 
ground for postponing the grant of tho inoroassd, 
salaries, ainos those salaries ware voted on the 
estimates for the current year, at the same time 
that tho increased. military contribution “was 
voted, and tha position has uot since been altered, 

I gee no reason to doubt that the Colony oan 
well afford to meet both of these charges, Mr.
